These extend to tlie Lake ot the 
Woods from the Rocky Mountains. 
Where the line enters forests, the timber 
is cut down and the ground cleared a 
rod wide; where it crosses, small lakes 
stone cairns have been built, sometimes 
being eighteen feet under water and 
eight altove; in other places, earth 
mounds, seven by fourteen teet. have 
been built. The most of these monu¬ 
ments. which number three liuudred 
and eighty-eight in all. are of Iron. It 
was found that the most solid wooden 
posts were not proof against the rava¬ 
ges of tlie Indians, prairie tires, and the 
weather, so that nothing but iron would 
do. 

These pillars are hollow iron castings, 
fitted over solid cedar posts, and well 
liolted through, and are sunk four feet 
iu tlie ground. They are eight feet 
high, eight inches square at the base, 
and four at the top, and upon opposite 
sides, facing north and south, are the 
inscriptions cast in letters two inches 
high; "Convention of London and 
"October 20. 1818." The pillars weigh 
two liuudred and eiglity-five pounds 
each, and were made at Detroit, Mich.

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WAR ON IMPURE FOODS. 

Thtr7igii’t*at” present being made on 
impure foods by the San Francisco 
Board of .health and the Manufactur¬ 
ers and Producers’ Association of Cali¬ 
fornia, deserves success. 

Steps have been taken to enlarge and 
extend the movement and make it gen¬ 
eral throughout the State. A Con¬ 
gress, to be composed of delegates from 
every county in the State, has been 
called to meet in San Francisco on the 
.TOth day of the present month, with 
the view of perfecting plans for carry¬ 
ing on the war on impure foods in 
every portion of California. (The call 
appears upon another page of this 
issue.) 

We trust our County Board of Super¬ 
visors will, at their meeting next Mon¬ 
day, appoint the ten delegates to which 
this county is entitled under the call, 
and that men who will attend the 
Congress and the very best citizens 
may be selected for this important 
public duty. California is noted 
throughout the world for the variety 
and excellent quality of her fruits, 
and can produce the same, as well 
as their by-products, cheaper than 
they can be produced nnywhere else in 
the United States. In this matter, the 
State has her reputation at stake, ns 
well as the health of her people, and 
all sections and interests should join 
to protect the public health aud pre¬ 
serve the fair fame of the State. 

We give below the circular recently 
issued by the San Francisco Board of 
Health warning grocers against deal¬ 
ing in spurious brands of jellies. As 
will be seen by rofereuce to the circu¬ 
lar. there are seventeen well-known 
brands of jellies named therein, of 
which twelve are absolute imitations 
and five adulterated. The twelve cur¬ 
rant jellies described as absolute imita¬ 
tions are entirely innocent of currants 
in any form whatever, and are made 
up largely of apple and turnip paste, 
colored with aualiuo dye, or coal tar, 
and flavored with fruit extract. 

This villainous stuff is manufactured 
and sold with the knowledge on the 
part of its makers and dealers that it 
is unlit for food and injurious to 
health. 

We take pleasure in publishing the 
names of the spurious brands, together 
with those of the manufacturers and 
jobbers who are flooding the country 
with the fraudulent 6tuif, believing 
that publicity will prove ono of tho 
most effective methods in putting a 
stop to this pernicious traffic.

practical use and when you go to your 
grocer for jellies, refuse to purchase 
anything bearing any of the spurious 
brands. 

The following circular was issued re¬ 
cently by the San Francisco Board of 
Health: 

The official chemist’s report rendered 
March 17th, to the Board of Health, 
pronounce the following goods adulter¬ 
ated within the meaniug of the law 
against tho adulteration of foods and 
drugs. Any grocer or manufacturer 
having or offering for sale any of the 
said goods so adulterated will be liable 
to prosecutrou under tho State law. 
Grocers will please take notice accord¬ 
ingly: 

According to the oflioiul chemists 
reports, the articles that are absolute 
imitations in every instance contain 
artificial coloring, and in some in¬ 
stances acids for flavoring. Tire col¬ 
oring matter is either aualine dye or 
coal tar.

It would seem 
that it is time to stop this rush upon a 
President by place hunters the moment 
he takes the executive chair. The 
privilege now given the place hunter 
is not only a nuisance, but it tuxes the 
powers and consumes the time of the 
President to the exclusion of more 
weighty matters that demand his at 
tention in the interest of the whole 
people. The place hunter should be 
provided for by some one whose time is 
less valuable than that of the Presideut 
of the United States.—Santa Clara 
Journal. 

Place hun¬ 
ters have’beeu a pest to President and 
a curse to Congressmen from the days 
of Andrew Jackson to tho present time. 

Under the operation of the civil ser¬ 
vice system, this national nuisance and 
disgiace has been greatly reduced and 
will, in time, be entirely abated and 
removed.

For Protection. 

A dispatch from Washington, D. C., 
says that the commission of the Citrus 
Fruit-Growers’ Association, which 
came on to endeavor to secure higher 
protection for their product, met re¬ 
cently at the rooms of Congressman 
McLachlan. A general disoussion of 
the conditions surrounding the situa¬ 
tion ensued. In addition to Messrs. 
Snow and Daniels, B. F. Allen of Los 
Angeles was present. Mr. Snow, who 
was the first to arrive,had taken charge 
of the work of the committee and had 
interviewed various members of the 
Ways and Means Committee. While 
the result has not been entirely satis¬ 
factory, he was led to tlie conclusion 
that another hearing would be granted 
to the citrus fruit men,and the general 
result of the committee deliberations 
was u decision that a new kind of 
schedule should be submitted to the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

It is now proposed that instead of a 
duty based on cubic feet, there shall 
be a duty of 1 cent a pound imposed 
on all varieties of citrus fruits. This 
includes not only oranges and lemons, 
which are now grown in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia, but bread fruit, which has be¬ 
come a factor in the trade of Florida. 
Many members of the Ways and Means 
Committee who had paid the greatest 
attention to the argument of Congress¬ 
man Bowers, who was in charge of 
affairs for the California delegation, do 
not approve of the movement in favor 
of a change in the basis for the levying 
of tariff, as they insist that they made 
a consistent fight for the protection of 
these industries. There is, however, 
such a feeling that the House commit¬ 
tee undoubtedly will grant another 
hearing. 

The greatest hope of the citrus 
fruit-growers lies in the Seuute 
Finance Committee, which will grant 
hearings on all subjects, aud to which 
a brief statement of the wishes of the 
Southern Californians' will be sub¬ 
mitted. If it is possible to have en¬ 
grafted in tiie tariff bill a higher duty 
than the rate of 20 cents a cubic foot 
it is probable that the California mem¬ 
bers in the House will be able to secure 
the retention of this itom in the hill 
when it comes into conference. 

Our Sugar Market. 

At the recent meeting of the Farm¬ 
ers’ Institute in San Francisco, the 
subject on which Dr. Koobig lectured 
was “California as a Competitor in the 
Sugar Market.” The doctor, who is 
a consulting chemist and engineer, bus 
boon concerned in tho manufacture of 
beet sugar in both the United States 
and Europe, and his remarks on the 
subject were received with much in¬ 
terest. 

It was a strange fact, he stated in 
beginning his discourse, that the sugar 
industry had not taken larger propor¬ 
tions in this State, as it has been well 
known for years that a splendid quality 
of beets could bo produced. Neverthe¬ 
less the industry did not seem to 
thrive, although it could be carried on 
on a large scale. 

As to theV'ompetition into which it 
would be brought with the European 
product, the speaker stated that there 
oould he no gainsaying that California 
was at a disadvantage in regard to the 
price of lubor. In other respects, 
howover, this State could compete 
with the world. 

On the average land in California 
front twelve to iiftoeu tons of beets 
to the acre could bo raised, the cost 
per ton for labor and other expenses 
being $2. In the market the beets 
would bring |4 per ton—a clear profit 
of $2. 

Dr. Koebig made an elaborate com¬ 
parison of the cost of manufacturing 
sugar in this country with that in 
Europe, showing the many advantages 
under which the industry would be 
carried on in the United States despite 
the encouragement of cheap labor and 
bounties offered the manufacturers 
of the Old World. 

After considering all the details and 
the lack of enterprise in California cap¬ 
italists, the lecturer closed his address 
with the following opinion: 

“The manufacture of sugar from the 
sugar beet is a good and properous one 
in this State, and whoever will take it 
up and work it with care will be suo- 
oessful. Uncertainty in legislation is, 
1 think, one of the principal causes of 
its negloot. 

“Nevertheless, as I look upon the 
grand and fertile soil of this State and 
think of the possibilities of its produc¬ 
tiveness, I cannot understand why so 
great and luorative an industry is not 
pushed forward. With all the natural 
fertility of the soil the beet sugar in¬ 
dustry in California would hold its 
own against that of any other country 
on earth.'

Nearly Two and Half Billion 
Bushels. 

EARLY ESTIMATES TOO SMALL. 

Over Oi»«» llitmlrml Mil I ions Decrease 
From Ninety-five — The 
Statistics. 


Chicago, March 28.—The Times- 
Herald Washington special says: The 
world’s wheat crop for 189(1 is 2,428,- 
393,000 bush sis. This fact will be 
officially announced by tho Secretary 
of Agriculture in a report to be issued 
this week. Although the total wheat 
crop is 118,000,000 bushols loss than in 
1895, it is larger than earlier estimates 
indicated. This is largely duo to an 
increase of 59,000,000 bushels in 
European Russia, as shown in tho final 
estimates of the centra) statistical 
bureau, over the November estimate 
of the Minister of Agriculture of that 
country. The crop for 1890 is the 
smallest for six years. 

Regarding the distribution of the 
wheat crop of the United States for 
1S9C the report will state: 

“The increase in prree which began 
in the fall of 1890 so stimulated sales 
that many parts of the country are now 
left with only sufficient for seed. 
All sections report an exceptionally 
small percentage on hand, the general 
average being 20.0 against 20.3 last 
year, and showing but 88,000,000 
bushels in farmers’ hands March 1st. 
Unusually little of the crop of 1895 
remains, but 3 per cent against 4.7 per 
cent of the 1894 crop so held a year 
ago. 

“A larger proportion than usual 
must be retained for home consump¬ 
tion. The average percentage so re¬ 
tained is 48.3 against 41.5 last year, 
when the inducements to export were 
weaker.”—S. F. Chronicle.

A Barbarous Custom. 

Though the “fashion” of tatioolog 
among boys and young men lias fortu¬ 
nately gone out to a great extent, there 
are still some who consider it fine and 
manly to have themselves decorated 
with figures and emblems.

Among the Maoris, or New Zealand¬ 
ers, there were two classes wlio were 
exempt from this “embellishment.”

Both slaves and wom¬ 
en were despised, and not deemed wor¬ 
thy of the honor of tattooing. Only 
women of high rank were permitted to 
have a scroll embroidered, as it were, 
on each side of the chin. 

The sort of savagery that went with 
this custom may be inferred from a 
startling fact In the early history of the 
colony of New Zealand. The chiefs 
learned tliat elaborately tattooed bead* 
brought a price from collectors for the 
British Museum and other European 
museums of anthropology. Never un¬ 
til then had Maori slaves been tattooed; 
bnt now the chiefs had slaves decora¬ 
ted with their own lordly designs, In 
order that they might cut off their 
heads and sell them to the European 
collectors!

PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


They Are Needed in Country ns Well 
as In City. 

Among tin* many plans which have 
been suggested in England for com¬ 
memorating worthily the sixtieth anni¬ 
versary of the corona I ion of Queen \ ic- 
toriu iu June next, none seems to liml 
more favor than the proposition for a 
concerted movement for setting aside 
plots of ground or plat s of historic in¬ 
terest. to be dedicated to tlie common 
use and enjoyment of tile people. 

It is pointed out that tiiis is a plan 
which will give the people of each town 
and county a personal interest in the 
celebration, while it will give them also 
the feeling that they are sharing in a 
great national movement. Should this 
plan be adopted, hundreds of "Queen 
Victoria” gardens, parks, playgrounds 
and fields, dotted over the kingdom, 
may express tin* popular appreciation 
of Queen Victoria's benelieeiit re:gn. 
and at the same time confer a great and 
lasting iN'iietil upon tlie people. 

They have lieen slower in England 
than we in this country to recognize the 
advantages of public playgrounds. The 
establishment of parks and gardens 
and reereatlou-plaees for tin* public use 
Is no new thing with us. The move¬ 
ment in that direction is increasing, and 
many of our chief cities vie with each 
other in the extent and beauty of their 
park systems.

BIG MORI ARTY MONUMENT. 

Heaviest Block of Granite Ever Trans¬ 
ported by Rail. 

A few weeks ago mention was made 
of the colossal mortuary monument to 
be erected in a cemetery at New Or¬ 
leans. La., by Mrs. Daniel Moriarty, 
formerly of that city, now of Califor¬ 
nia. The stones were quarried and cut 
at Barre, Vt., and recently were load¬ 
ed on specially constructed cars aud 
started on their journey south. 

The base for this mortuary pedestal 
is the largest surface stone ever trans¬ 
ported by a railroad, its total weight 
being 80,000 pounds. It is fourteen feet 
square, and lias a capacity of 100,000

pounds, and has an opening In the floor 
or deck 3 feet G inches wide by 1G feet 
2 Inches long. The base of the stone is 
suspended edgewise, and through the 
opening it comes very closely to the 
roadbed, the distance therefrom being 
only 8 inches, while the top of the stone 
is 14 feet 10 inches above the rails. The 
cost of the car was several times that 
of an ordinary freight car. 

The foundation necessary to bear tlie 
great weight was recently completed, 
and rests upon piles driven to the 
depth of 50 feet. Above is a mass of 
concrete masonry G feet thick and 30 
feet square. Upon this solid bed will 
lie placed the first course of granite, 
consisting of two blocks 30 feet long, 
8 Vj feet wide, and 1 foot thick. These 
will Inclose the hasp stone on two sides, 
while two stones 13 feet long will in¬ 
close the ends. Above the great base 
stone will be another monolith nearly
